LONDON, Oct. rt m — The 
British government wornod 
RJiodesIa's white supremacy gov- 
ernment today It would be guilty 
of treason and rebellion If it 
declared the least African ter- 
ritory's ' independence unilater- 
ally. 

A strong statement from 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson's 
office declared: "Serious -conse- 
quences would- .flow from such 
an net." 

The statement apparently was 
promptod by an announcement 
yesterday In Ballsbury, the rtho- 
deslan capital, that n gathering 
of 022 African chiefs nnd head- 
men had agreed they favor In- 
dependence from Britain while 
the country's white minority 
still has control. 

The British government had 
told Ithodeslan Prime Minister 
Inn Smith previously It would 
not consider that, the chiefs' ex- 
pression of opinion represented 
tha African majority. 

Smith also has scheduled a 
national referendum Nov. 5 In 
which the largely white' elector- 
ate presumably will vote em- 
phatically for Independence now. 
Smith then Is expected to. de- 
mand freedom from "Britain, 
with the threat of declaring 
independence ifnllaterally If re 
fused. .

In Yugoslavia 

BKLOIIADE, Yugoslavia, Oct. 
27 (uen — Continuing rain today 
brought danger of now floods In 
northern Yugoslavia, where 
floodwaters In two provinces al- 
ready have caused fovlr* million 
dollars In .damage and claimed 
many lives, -> 

The official death count In the 
provinces of Croatia nnd Slo- 
venia stood at four, but unoffic- 
ial reports said as many as 18 
persons were dead. It was the 
worst flood In the area since 
1033. 

Rain fell during the night In 
parts of Sloven' a, adding to the 
discomfort of refugees on roof- 
tops and creating a throat or 
further rises in the republic's 
swollen rivers, 

A two-week period or heavy 
rain sent 'the Sava river over 
protective dikes yostorday In 
Zngreb, the capital of Crotla- and 
the second largest city In Yugo- 
slavia". - 

Nine feet of water swirled 
through Zagreb's streets today 
nnd 70,000 of its 470,000 popula- 
tion sought safety In tho hills. 

Rescue boats and helicopters 
continued to pick up household- 
ers who had climbed to their 
ronfs for Bafety. Last night, the 
official Tanjug news agency re- 
ported Zngreb was "full*flf life- 
boats. . There ore' still several 
hundred people who are still an 
tho roofs." 

Tho situation Improved In Zng- 
reb during the night when the 
river's 17-foot rise leveled off. 
But Blovonla, where It wan rain- 
ing. Is uprlvor from Zagreb.

Opposition from tho Idaho Water

when such water users as tho Twin 
Falls Canal company como out with res- 
olutions again Bt tho amondmont, it 
doosn't have much of a chnnco. Strange- 
ly enough, all of tho opposition seems to 
conter around the claim tho amondmont 
would glvo tha stnto n special and su- 
perior accesB to wator, with no guarantee 
of protection to present wator users. It'B 
just a now twist to an old axiom for 
Idaho f armors. Thoy refuse to permit 
anyono to fool around tltolr licndgntea. 

Another reason for opposition being 
voiced privately among votora Is that 
some persons boliove tho amondmont 
could create an unnecessary stato agon- 
cy with additional unnecessary stato of- 
ficials and employes. 

Logally, there appears to bo nmplo 
roason to doubt tho necessity or effec- 
tiveness of tho proposed nmondment. It 
would do nothing to safeguard water 
rights which aro mado under stato law. 
Tho avowod purpose of tho amendment 
is to safogunrd Idaho water against such 
plans as tho Los Angeles proposal to 
divert Snake river waters. Some top 
water law authorities have cxprosBod 
doubt tho amendment can accomplish 
that goal, 

It has been pointed out thnt Snake 
river is a navlgabjo stream which flows 
In mora than one state and, as such, is 
subject to federal regulation. It also has 
boon pointod out that recent federal rul- 
ings on uso of interstate waters hnvo 
ignored former wator uses under Btato 
regulation, Ono such notablo federal de- 
[^/-flisloiT Involved tho lengthy and costly 
| llnBatlon between California and Ari- 
tona ovor use of tho Colorado river. It 
appears that, no amount of stnto action 
can provont or avoid federal jurisdlctldn 
ovor intoratato streams. 

Tho Idaho Water Commlttoo, which 
Is spearheading opposition, exprcssos 
'tho opinion tho proposed amendment 
may have adverso effect on existing wa- 
ter rights. Tho committee further claims 
that tho Btato department of reclamation 
already has authority "to inatltuto 
studies and make plana rolntivo to tho 
development of tho state's wator." The 
commlttoo concludes tho proposed con- 
stitutional amondmont "Is unnecessary 
■and dangorous."

Tho Red army, once the oubor- 
dlnats Instrument of the commit- 
nl*t party, ha* emerged a* the 
real power In Humila. 

On the 47th anniversary of the 
Soviet revolution, which nuwians 
will mark Nov. 7, Lenin'* dream 
of a -universal communist state 
lies In ruins. Russia, It U now 
clear, la heading toward a mili- 
tary dictatorship Instead of Le- 
nln'i dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat. . 

In the view of came epeclalbiU 
on communism, this Is the real 
ilgnlflcance of Nlklta Khru- 
shchev's fall from power. 
' Leonid Brezhnev, who replaced 
him a* chairman of the commu- 
nist party, and Alexel Kosygln, 
tho new premier, have neither 
the authority nor the popular 
backing to attain the pinnacle In 
the Kremlin, together or alngly. 
Thoy are primarily economic 
manngore and technicians. They 
are not Marxist- Leninist theo- 
re tic lane or skilled Red politi- 
cian*. 

Dreihnev and Kosygln are at 
bent Interim figureheads who will 
stay at the Kermlln'a helm only 
an long a* the Red army needs

mlse, Khrushchev had lost tho 
backing of many of hta political 
partisans In Ruasla In the ranks 
of International oommunbim. 

His Internal reform* ln'RunsIa 
were considered too risky by dog- 
matic Reds. The economic results 
of his rule were a failure, The 
Russian* even Buffered tho hu- 
miliation of buying grain from 
capitalist America. 

In foreign policy, Khrushchev 
had not achieved the global deal 
with tho United 6tat«i which 
would have Justified his antl- 
Chlneso position or canceled his 
failure* In Southeast Asia, Africa 
and Latin America. 

The Cuban fiasco first brought 
all the dlBJtatlAfnctlorui In tho Rod 
world to the surface. In view of 
Red -China'* condemnation of 



Khruahchov, hi* departure 1* a 
victory for Red China'* Mao Tse. 
tung. He emerges as the undis- 
puted authority on Marxism- 
Leninism In the Rod world. 

It I* also a victory for the pro. 
Mao '-'internal Chinese" In tho 
Kremlin. These want the WmIt- 
eapeclally the United BUtca— to 
bo occupied with nporndlc revolu- 
tion* and wars of liberation, and 
pro opposed to Khriuhcijgv'a po]-. 
Icy of peaceful co-existence. 

However, It wa* not hi* fcfrolun 
policy that toppled Khrushchev,

_.i January, 1010, a public 
meeting was held to discuss the 
question of a courthouse after 
tlie permanent location of the 
county seat was decided In on 
election In 1014. It was felt that 
courthouse facility could bo 
built for 139,000 and bonds were 
sold to flvo per cent Interent. In 
July, 1010, ground wu broken 
for construction of the present 
courthouse and one year later, 
county officials moved Into the 
now quarters. 

' Considerable expenditures have 
gone Into the building In recent 
years with extensive remodeling 
on the upstairs of tlie building. 
Also a new jail building wu pro- 
vided two years ago. 
. The principal complaints about 
the present structure seem to be 
that It daosn't have enough office 
and storage space, and It Is very 
hard to keep warm during the 
winter. It also Is becoming In- 
creasingly expensive to maintain 
as It grows older. Plumbing and 
electrical facilities In tlie build- 
ing are antiquated and Inade- 
quate. 

Due to Inadequate facilities In 
the present courthouse, outside 
office space Is now being rented 
at approximately $3,000 yearly. 

Plans call for a one-story 
bulldjng with a basement and 
emergency operation center to be 
constructed on the aame ground 
now occupied by the present 
courthouse, The now building 
would adequately house all coun- 
ty office and district Judge quar- 
jers with additional storage room 
in* the basement. Additional space 
can be added to the present plans
